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THE KORESHAN UNIVERSOLOGY. 


A General Summary of the Doctrines and 
Principles of the Religio-Science. 


ORESHAN UNIVERSOLOGY is a com- 


plete system of the Science of the 
great Universe of life; and it involves the 
knowledge of the Creator and his creation. 
The name by which it is designated, in 
contradistinction to perverted Christian- 
ity is KORESHANITY; and the new Religion 
must supplant Christianity, as Christian- 
ity supplanted Judaism. Koreshanity has 
come to fulfil the hope of the world in tbe 
liberation of humanity from the curse, in 
the establishment of the Kingdom of God 
in earth, the introduction of the New Era 
of Light and Life, of universal harmony 
and happiness. 


What does Koreshanity teach? Wepre- 
sent a brief summary of the System—a few 
cardinal points, which will serve to sug- 
gest the great scope of the System in its 
completeness.

Alchemy.—The Science of Alchemy is 
the Philosopher’s Stone, the Key to the 
mystery of life. Chemistry is false; Al- 
chemy is true! Matter and energy are 
interconvertible and interdependent; they 
are correlates; “matter is destructible; 
the result of its transmutation is energy. 
Alchemy is the key to the analysis of the 
universe.

In the destruction of water in the 
ction of hydrogen and oxygen, there is no “dis- 
n” of atoms, but a direct dematerialization of 
ater immediately to the condition of its essence, 


which is nothing more nor less than the physical spirit 
of the water, destroyed until the hydrogen is evolved as 
a new creation. Energy is just what the term means— 
in work; it is merely the activity of either matter or the 
essence of matter. Force is the amount of work that 
either is capable of performing, when urged to activity 
by their attractive or conflicting relations. A horse is 
capable of performing a certain amount of work; he 
has this force, though he may be standing idle. When 
at work he is exercising energy, because he is in work 
or in active exercise. The force is the power to do the 
work; his energy is the doing. 
The atomic theory is absolutely false. The state- 
ment that there can be a least possible division of mat- 
ter, cannot be questioned. When a particle of matter 
has been reduced to its geometric point it cannot be 
divided, hence it cannot be cut; therefore it is an atom. 
But when we say that the atomic theory is wrong, we 
mean the superstructure built upon the supposition 
that there are combinations of atoms which account 
for the differences in what are falsely called chemical 
compounds; and that chemical changes are resultant 
from ‘‘dissociation” and recombination of atoms. 
There are no combinations of atoms. When dif- 
ferent substances are united, in the changes effected in 
the destruction of alchemical qualities in the transmu- 
tation of these conditions to other forms and qualities 
of matter, the matter is destroyed as matter through 
its immediate dematerialization, and the spirit or 
essence of each is subject to that alchemical reaction 
which precipitates the new creation immediately and 
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directly without any “dissociation,” as claimed by Dr. 
le Bon. There can be no “dissociation” because there 
has never been any association of atoms, in the sense of 
the atomic theory of the “chemist.” . 

One of the great difficulties of a psudo-scientist in 
attempting to break away from a false theory, is in not 
being able to discover the truth; but being inthe line of 
partially comprehending what another has discovered, 


and attempting to appropriate the discovery as his. 


own, he is led into an admixture of his own interpreta- 
tions, while still adhering to and employing the old 
terminology. If the so called chemical theory is wrong 
in part, itis all wrong. The writer (Dr. TEED) has for 
thirty-six years publicly promulgated his theories revo- 
lutionary to the prevailing doctrines of -cosmogony 
and physics; and during this time the press of America 
and the world has gone beyond the attitude of subject- 
ing facts to ridicule, for there has been first the con- 
spiracy of persecution; and then because persecution 
was benefiting us even more than silence could accom- 
plish, there came the “conspiracy of silence.” 


Positive and negative substances flowing together, 
whether these be material or essential, will react and 
cause a precipitation. Water is not a chemical com- 
bination; it is homogeneous in its character. When 
destroyed, either by the application of heat or electric- 
ity, it is dissolved and new substances are created, not: 
mediately but immediately. If one could reduce a 
molecule of water (providing we admit that there be a 
molecule) even to .its geometric point, it would still be 
nothing buta particle of water. When it has reached 
its limit of subdivision, the least further friction de- 
materializes the particle and it becomes the spirit of 
the water, and could not be converted to any other sub- 
stance but by reactive combinations with affiliative or 
conflicting alchemical reagencies. 


In the conversion of water to what are supposed to 
be its generative equivalents; namely, two parts of hy- 
drogen and one of oxygen, it must be remembered that 
the process is of a very different character from the 
production of water in the unition of hydrogen and 
oxygen. In the production of water, the introduction 
of asimple spark will ignite the mixture; and when 
once ignited, it carries its own power of combustion 
without the continuation of the introduction of the 
spark. In the destruction of water and its conversion 

to hydrogen and oxygen, (if accomplished by the intro- 
- duction of electricity), the substances from which the 
electricity is generated are constantly supplied; and if 
the operation ceases, the oxygen and hydrogen cease to 
be generated. In the production of the electric current, 
substances are decomposed and the substantial thing, 
electrictity, is constantly created. If the physicist can- 
not locate the electricity after it enters the water to 
create the hydrogen and oxygen, then he cannot deter-

Retroactive reag 
cies, as the electrical solutions of any of the met 
material substances, upon flowing together will pi 
tate matter; and such retroactive operations at 
sponsible for the materialization of spirit into the!

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THE POWER OF CHOICE IN EDUCATION, 
Suggestions Concerning Natural Methods of Attaining Knowledge; 
How Studies May Be Pursued with Interest and Pleasure; 
the Study of Koreshan Science.

The old Latin saying simply means that the 
measure of a man’s wits is taken by the ancients to be 
what he is capable of holding in his memory. This sim- 
ple truth shows the defect of modern education. It con- 
sists in overcrowding the memory with insignificant 
details. Let the pupil’s mind expand naturally under 
the care of a competent instructor. Let him gradually 
be inducted into the pleasures of learning. Let his in- 
terest in his studies be equal to that which he feels in 
watching the course of foot-ball or cricket, and he will 
not think about his memory. He will simply absorb 
knowledge at every pore. The first requisite of success 
in teaching is to stimulate the student’s interest in the 
subject taught. Then the process of education is as 
healthy and as natural as the growth of a young tree. 
If Kant did say that the pupil must be made to feel 
that his studies involve a certain amount of work, he 
never doubted that the success of an educator comes 
from enthusiasm aroused in the branch pursued. 

In regard to memory it was Kant who said that the 
practice of reading novels injures this faculty to an 
enormous extent. Perhaps it is one of the most perni- 
cious habits to be fastened upon the young. They 
should be early impressed with the fact that the choice 
they make of their brain furniture will tell very much in | 
after life —that what is held in the cells of the brain is a 
matter of will. In regard tothe choice of books, Ruskin 
asks: ‘Shall I associate with stable-boys when I might 
keep company with kings and queens?” If Kant says 
that the reading of many novels makes intellectual 
women vapid, and silly women sillier, he had the same 
thought that is at the base of successful instruction. 
Novels, if read in abundance, as a steady diet, crowd 
the mind with unnecessary details to the exclusion of 
what is really valuable. 
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The power of choice in the selection of studies often 
makes a great difference in the after life of the student. 
His occupation may be determined while he is in the 
class-room. One student may decide upon natural 
history, another upon book-keeping, while a third finds 
his attraction in the useful arts. The stimulation of 
taste in a judicious manner is a part of the teacher’s 
function and displays his ability. The instincts of the 
street Arab need to be softened and his acuteness turned 
in the right direction; so whether in primary school or 
college, the teacher will find his time and wits fully oc- 
cupied by the hopeful task of moulding the child’s spirit 
or spurring on the youth. 

The majority of the branches taught involve some 
kind of mental discipline a little beyond the pupil’s 
present attainments, so he is incited to progress little 
by little until he has mastered the subject. If the 
power of choice begins to be exercised rightly, the selec- 
tion will involve what is adapted to aid him the most 
in the future, not what will simply give him pleasure. 

The advantage of studying something besides what 
is put into the ordinary text-book, is apparent when 
one considers that the chief things which concern man 
are not his daily bread or his clothes, but something 
over and above any of his common wants. He should 
study all that he can possibly master in his school text- 
books; but he also wants to choose instruction of a 
higher order. He needs to inquire whether his origin 
and his destiny should not be known, and whether in 
taking time to interest “himself in more scientific pur- 
suits, such as the literature that is offered in regard to 
the tests of the earth’s contour, he may not find the 
best kind of education in being taught to think for him- 
self as never before. An intimate acquaintance with 
the tenets of Koreshanity has seemed to some persons 
like a liberal education. They have been obliged to 
furbish up all they ever knew in order to compare its 
statements with those of the rest of the world.

potencies, both contributes those substances 
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essential to the upbuilding of the frame and carries off 
the waste products of its energies, thus regulating the 
commercial currents of the living organism. 

It is this close connection with the muscular system

The English 
people as a race is probably characterized by a larger 
degree of stolidity and unimaginative obtuseness than 
any other nation in earth; and to this lack of original 
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conception must be attributed the failure of the masses 


to exercise the functions and powers that a liberal suf- 


frage has vested in the lower estate. 

The birth into the sphere of practical politics of a 
labor party intellectually equipped, responsive to a cen- 
tral organization, and independent of absolute thought 
and ancient tradition, constitutes a threatened inhibi- 
tion of the normal pulsations of the heart of competi-

times. The scheme was not proposed and undertaken 
through any insistence on the part of the inhabitants of 
Florida. The will of the people has not been sought; only 
the will of the Governor has been made known; and through 
powers assumed and usurped, he began to draw largely 
upon the State funds, which the legislature now affirms em- 
phatically are not available for such purpose. And, more- 
over, authorities of the United States have declared that 
the proposition to tax the lands in counties embraced in and 
contiguous to the Everglades, shall not at present be per- 
mitted. Injunction has been granted to complainants; and 
it appears at present, in view of the decisions of the courts, 
that the proposition to tax those lands is unconstitional. 
Perhaps the origin of the scheme to drain the Everglades 
should now be made a subject of investigation. Why was 
it proposed? Did it come from corporate interests? Has 
the spirit of greed embodied in heads of great concerns, 
inspired Governor Broward to endeavor to open up a vast 
field for exploitation by the avaricious captains of industry ? 
It would seem so even to the most casual observer. New 
lands are not needed. There is plenty of land for hundreds 
of thousands of people, outside of the Everglades. There is 
no demand for drainage, nor for the lands it might improve. 
It has been confidently asserted that tens of thousands of 
acres of Florida lands need irrigation far more than lands 
bordering on the Everglades need drainage; and again, it is 
urged by many that the cost of drainage would be enormous, 
and that the money could be put to better use in a dozen 
different directions. At present, the drainage scheme seems 
subject to the following objections urged by the representa- 
tive press and people of Florida: (1) The State has no 
right to impose drainage tax on the people. (2) The 
money could be put to better purpose under more urgent 
demands. (3) The drainage scheme has not been shown to 
be feasible. (4) It would destroy a world-wonder and 
sacrifice beauty unrivaled in the interests of greed. (5) It 
would injure the climate of South Florida and extend the 
frost line to the Florida strait.

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The Mystery of the Fourth Dimension. 


“An idea of the fourth dimension 
seemed to come to me yesterday as I was 
pondering over the measurements of the 
New Jerusalem; and the solution fits in 
so well with the idea of the Cellular Cos- 
mogony, that I concluded to burden you 
with a recital of it. * * In the Cellular 
Cosmogony, the measurement of the earth 
itself would be around from east to west; 
around from north to south; and through 
the shell from inside to outside. The 
space enclosed is another dimension. * * 
I should like to see your ideas on the 
subject—knowing your ability to illumi- 
nate is by enlarging on subjects.’’ 

The conception of three dimensions 
is derived from the Euclidian geometry, 
the basis of which is the point, line, 
and plane. The moving point makes the 
line; the moving line makes the plane, 
and the moving plane makes the solid. 
In the line there is length, in the plane 
there is breadth; and from the plane 
there is supposed to be evolved the 
third dimension, which is thickness. 
It is observable that in this conception 
of geometry, or the evolution of geo- 
metric form, there is no conception of 
circular measure, which is involved in 
the circle and sphere. 


For convenience, we refer to the or- 
dinary three dimensions as generally 
recognized. In addition to the ordinary 
three dimensions there is a fourth, 
which has long constituted a problem. 
The terms length, breadth, and thick- 
ness are mere terms of convenience. 
There are not in fact three or four di- 
mensions. There are three measures of 
form, but the qualities of the measures 
are identical. What usually passes for 
three dimensions, is in fact one dimen- 
sion, which may be conceived as exe 
tension from a central point. 

However, for the present we may 


recognize the three kinds of ordinary 


measure as applied to form, as in real- 
ity three dimensions. There is yet 
another dimension. It is not of the 
same quality as the other three. Its 
‘difference distinguishes it as the fourth. 
The three ordinary dimensions exist 
simultaneously in the ever present. 
The fourth dimension includes the 
quality of time as referable to the dur- 
ance of the form. 

A rope has two ends, opposite ex- 
tremities. An Irishman conceived of 


three ends of a rope—the two ends or- 
dinarily recognized; and throwing the 
rope into the fire, he demonstrated a 
third end, though the character of the 
third end differed from the other two. 
So it is with the fourth dimension, 
which is the measure of the durance of 
the thing from the beginning of its ex- 
istence to its end. 

In another sense, the fourth dimen- 
sion of matter is at the point of materi- 
alization; also at the point of demateri- 
alization. At these points the matter 
is in the atomic state; but in the broader 
sense, the fourth dimension extends in 
time from materialization to demateri- 
alization of the matter to which the 
fourth dimension applies. 

The length of the earth is its longi- 
tude; the latitude is its breadth; its 
diameter may be conceived as a third 
dimension, whether it be considered as 
solid or hollow. Space filled with air 
does not differ in quality from space 
filled with any other substance. But 
the diameter of the earth is comprised 
of two radii, which of course extend 
from the center; and all radii constitute 
the lines of space of the sphere. 

The hollowness of the world does 
not constitute its fourth dimension. 
If so, it would follow that.a true solid 
does not possess the quality of the 
fourth dimension. We maintain that 
the fourth dimension is applicable to 
everything to which the other three 
dimensions are applicable.

compass needle, it is subject to varia- 
tion much the same as in the north; in 
some localities, the variation is even 
greater-than in the north. But the 
reason why the compass needle points 
north and south at all, is that between 
the poles of the earth, and running 
approximately in the direction of the 
meridians, are strong magnetic cur- 
rents, and they influence the magnet- 


ized compass needle. 

The earth is not merely a magnet, as 
It is a gigantic 
electro-magnetic cell, a great battery, 


‘in which ever-active forces are gener- 


ated and operative. Do not think of 


the compass needle as being attracted 


by a point in the remote north, but by 
currents passing through the locality 
of the needle—and the difficulty sug- 
gested by our correspondent will in- 
stantly vanish.
